SUBJECTOF TALK 


Miss Rose M Purdue Gives 
Interesting Talk at the 
Meeting Held Last 
Evening 


T hat a m ovem ent should be s ta rt­ 
ed in La Crosse to create the office 
of probation officer, the 
establish­ 
m ent of a juvenile co u rt and the 
appointm ent of 
a “ Big S ister’” to 
look a fte r the girls em ployed in the 
factories of th e city, w ere brought 
out em phatically in an address de­ 
livered last evening 
by Rose M. 
Purdue, state deputy factory inspec­ 
tor, a t a m eeting held in th e sm all 
council cham ber of the city hall. 
The m eeting, in spite of th e warm 
w eather, 
was 
largely 
attended, 
m ostly by women, but a doien men 
were also present. The m eeting was 
prim arily called for the purpose of 
form ing a C onsum ers’ League in La 
Crosse but action 
was postponed 
until some later date. 
Miss P urdue said 
th a t she had 
been in La Crosse several days look­ 
ing over the conditions th a t exist 
here with reference to the girls. She 
said she has found th a t th ere are 
1313 girls em ployed in local fac­ 
tories and in addition to th is num ­ 
ber th ere are m any w orking in the 
store®, in the offices and in restau ­ 
ran ts and hotels. 
She said the girls 
in the factories are not subject to 
th e tem ptation as those w orking in 
the restau ran ts and hotels. B ut of 
all, she said, the 
girls -who have 
finished th eir high school education 
and are eager for everything th a t 
is m erry are the 
ones who need 
looking after. 
Miss 
P urdue 
said 
th a t M ayor Sorensen and Chief W eb­ 
ber declare th a t the girl problem is 
one of th e m ost serious th a t they 
have to contend w ith. She said th a t 
this is th e case in m ost cities and 
officials everyw here are tak in g up 
th e subject in an effort to protect 
the girl th a t is not given proper a t­ 
tention by her parents. 
T here are 
girls, sh e said, th a t are so very good 
and 60 very m oral th a t they need 
no looking after, w hile on th e o th ­ 
er hand th ere is an o th er class th a t 
is so very bad th a t 
little can be 


I done w ith them . 
Now betw een th e 
I real good girl and th e real bad girl 
i th ere Is an o th er class and th a t is 
the class, the 
sp eak er said, th at 
needs th e atentlon of those who are 
! interested in th e girl problem . 
The speaker said th a t the church 
and the Y. W. C. A. are doing m uch 
i good work along th e lines of help* 
! ing the girl, but th ere is still some 
m ovem ent needed to reach the fac­ 
tory girl. 
Miss P urdue believed th ere should 
be a trained w orker in every factory 
to look a fte r the girls, the estab lish ­ 
m ent of a juvenile co u rt and th e 
• appointm ent of a probation officer 
[in La Crosse.

Speaking of the reasons why girls 
are led astray she said th ere are a 
dum ber.
